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HE Bitterneſs and Contempt that appears in your 
Examination of Dr. Sherlock's Book, Entituled, The 
Ceoſe of Allegiance, &Cc. is what will never do you any 
Honour with Wiſe and Good Men ; and therefore, 

; though you are much inferiour to the Door, I ſhall 
not take the ſame Liberty with you, for fear I fall under the ſame 
Condemnation. 

I fay then, in the firſt place, That King Viliam and Queen Mary, 
are, by an Hereditary Right devolved to them, as Lawiul and Right- 
ful King and Queen of Ergland, as any Monarch that ever governed 
fince the Saxons came into England. 

2. I ſay, England is an Hereditary Monarchy, and not an Ele- 
&ive, nor ever was, or ought to be; and that all the Kings of Eng- 
land have in all Times pretended a Right to the Crown of Eng- 
_ by an Hereditary Deſcent, when there was any the leaſt colour

3. The Diſtintion of a King de Fure, and a King de Fatto, lies in 
the Modas Acquirend;, and in nothing elſe: For if a King of England 
is the Next Perſon in the Line, or Royal Family, he is King de ; Sas 
If he is not, but another has a nearer Right, as being nearer ta the 
laſt King de Fare, then he is a King de Fa#o : Burt if he.is Eſtabliſh- 
ed in the Throne, and owned by the Three Eſtates, all his Ads are 
valid, and the Mme Allegiance is due to him by the Laws of England, 
and the Laws of God, asif he were King de Jure. 

4. An Ulurper is one who gives the Sovereign Power in any King- 
dom, by other ways than it. hath and ought to deſcend by the 
Laws of 'that Kingdom. And conſequently , all the Kings © 
4; ns that were Kings of England de Faffo, and not de Fure, were

5. "That every King of England, who had no other Title than that 
of an Election, however made, was, and has ever been eſteemed in 
all che World as an Uſurper. © | 

6. That notwithſtanding this their Ads of State, are, and haveever 
been efteemed as Valid and Good - thoſe of the Kings de Fure, _

the ſame Allegiance has and ought in all Times tobe paid to them, as 
to the moſt lawfully ſucceeding Princes. 

What you ſay, Page the 18:b, That Auguſtus bad indeed viekwily 
#/urped ; (but) it became a Legal (Power) when it was ſubmitted to, and 
confirmed both by the Senate and People; and is an Anſwer to your whole 
Book 3 for it was a Legal, but an Uſurped Power; for he had no Right 
to change the Comnionwealth of Rome into a Monarchy ; but by the 
Laws of that Countrey it ought to have continued a Commonweakh 
to the End of Time. 
 Anpnftizs was not only an Ulurper, but he was a Rebel alſo; for he 
was a Subject to che Senate and People of Rowe, when he began the 
War, and aRed as their Gzneral; but at laſt by Force, Fraud, Vio- 
knce, and Bloodſhed, he made himſelf their Maſter. 

Nor is any kind of Submiſſion enough to conſtitute a Man, that has 
no legal Antecedent Right, a Governour of another ; but it muſt be a 
Free and Voluntary Conſent, which this of the People of Rowe was 
not, but was extorted by Force, after the Senate and People had 
made all the Refiftance they could poſible, and had been beaten as 
ofren as they endeavoured to preſerve, or recover their former Li- 


As theirs was a Free State, fo ours is an Hereditary Monarchy, fix- 
ed, and deſcending in a Royal Family, in which the Next Perfon to 
the late King de Fare, is the only Lawful, Rightful Succeſſor ; and if 
he is Heir apparent, has-a Mark of Diſtinctioa ſet upon him, by the 
43th of E4. 3. c.2. So that it is Treaſon to Conſpire his Death, 
— not Executed ;- but it is not ſo as to the Second Son, a Brother, 
or 2 Daughcer, becauſe their Right is but Preſiunptive, and cheretore 
their Perſons are leſs Sacred. Now all this is Nonſence, if the King- 
dom of England were Ele&ive; for the Eldeft Son has no more Right 
chan the Youngeſt in an Eledive Kingdom, nor is he reputed Sacred 
efll he is Elected. 

No Nation can paſs egulacly from one form to-another, but when 
it is gene free. FE wasborn under an Hereditary. Monarchy, and L 
guſt continue under it as long as there is one Perfon of the RoyalFa- 
mily eo claim my Allegiance: But if they were all Extind, I might 
then confent to an Elective Monarchy, or a Commonwealth, or what 
Form I thought fit, without any fin. 

Yet in the mean time, if 1 am truly forced by a Foreigner, or a pre- 


vailing SubjeR, that rebels; when I have done all that is poffible, to 


reſerve the Right of my Lawful-Sovereign, and it is over-raled by 
c Providence of Gad, E may then, nay, I ought ro fubmis to this pro- 
perous 
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ſperous Uſurper : and when the whole Body of a Nation has fo fub- 
mitted, he becomes 2 LawfulPrince, as roche Power ; but is an Uluar- 
per for all that, as to the Way of Acquiring of ic; and he thac thay 
Ulurps, and they that affiſted him, may juſtly be damned in che nexe 
World, but I that was forced ſhall certainly be acquired. x 

The Empire of Germezy, and the Kingdom of Puland are Eleftive. * 
Now, if the prefent Emperor had aſcended the Throne without any 
Ele&ion, and claimed ic as his Hereditary Right, be woukt have been 
an Uurper : and if Fames, Son of the preſent King of Filand, ſhould, 
after his Father's Death, invade the Throne, as Heir to his Pather, 
without any Ele&ion, he would be an Wurper, becanſe he did not 
Legally acquire it, according to the Confticution of that Kingdom. 
Now if the Senate, or Seven Electors, fhould afterwards fabmir to 
ſuch an Ufurper, then the one would become Emperor, and the other 
King 4« fa#o, though the Confene were forced ; bur not de fwre, ac- 


| cording to our Notion : But if they never confented, bur oppoſed him 


to the End of his Days, hz would be a pure Uſurper, and never gainlſo 
much as the Title of a Prince de fa#o, according to our Notion. 

Any Government may be lawfully changed tron: the Form it has, 
to another, with the Conſent of all the Parties concerned : A Mo- 
narchy may become a Commonwealth, a Commonwealth may be- 
come a Monarchy ; an Elective Kingdom may become Heredreary,, 
and a limited Monarchy may become abſolute, and vice verſa, if the 
King and the Scates freely conſent, without any fin, becaufe God has 
left it free to us ; But the People cannot force the King, nor the King 
the People, without ſin, ro. change the Form : But if de fa#o it is chang- 
ed andeſtabliſhed, the Event ſhews, that it was the Will of God it ſhould 
be fo, and all Parties muſt acquiefs and ſubmit to ir. | 

Now in an Hereditary Kingdom, as ours is, if One x choſen by the 
Vaice of the People, for the great Eſteem they have of bus Fuſfice and Valour, 
and other Noble Qualities that fit bim for the Exerciſe of Swoereign Power, 
as you word it, pag. 14+ If there is another Perfon, who has an He- 
reditary Right, putby, without Cauſe, I fay, the People chat chofe 
are Perjured, and the Prince thac was chofen is an Ufurper by our” 
Conftitution. But then t ſay, it is Impudence to fay, King William 
and Qacen: Mary, or either of them were fo choſen. There is not one 
tittle in either of the Ars of Parhament concerning c them, or 
ether of them; but cheir Right is Recognized, Acknowledged, and De- 
clared;, every of which Words do, in Conſtruction of Law, imply th 
had a Right before, whichmuft be an Hereditary Right. And | defle 
allthe Precendersco Election, to ſhew one Elected Prince fince theCrea-

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tterof-theWorld; who tad no Hereditary Right thus Declared. The. 


Form then is, We Ele&, Conſtitute and Nominate, or Words of that force. 
And all the Queſtion here between you and the Docor, being about 


the manner of acquiring, if King Viliam and Queen Mary were Elected, 


then are they King and Queen ge fa#o, and nor de jure. On the other 
ſide, if they are conjoyntly taken the next Heir to the Crown of Eng- 
land, by Hereditary Succeſlion, then are they King and Queen de jure, 
and de fafo too; not as de fa#o ſignifies a Prince without a legal pre- 
cedent'Title, ay as it ſignifies a Prince Regnant, and veſted with Royal 
Authority. by the Conſent of the States,; by the Approbation of the 
far greateſt part of the People over whom they Reign ; and by the 
allowance of almoſt all the Foreign Princes and States about us, who 
in this Caſe are to be conſidered as more Impartial Judges than we are, 
and better qualified to judge 3 and whoſe Intereſt it is not to counte- 
nance Uſurpation aml Rebellion, for the ſake of the ill Effe& it.may 
have hereafter upon themſelves. $0 

Now what is made the Pretence of all this Squabble about an Ele- 
dion ? Why, the 7/{iamites have no cauſe to allow it, but only becauſe 
the Exerciſe of the Sovereign Authority is veſted in the King, during 
his Life, by Ad of Parliament, and the Queen being the immediate 
Right Heir, and ſhedying withgut Iſſue, the Princeſs 4m; both theſe, 
lay they, are ſet by, and the King is a King de fafo, and Elefed. Now 
I deny all this, he has a better Title yet 3 for both the Queen and the 
Princeſs Aun Conlented in the States of England, that it ſhould be ſo, be-' 
fore he was thus declared 3 and'the Queer, both at her Accepting the 
Crown, and at her Coronation, and ſince, has always declared ſhe is 


| - contented with itz and therefore there is no wrong done to-them, or. 


her of therh 3 nor is any Man forſworn who has taken the New Oath - 
of. Allegiance, becauſe no Lawful Succeflor of Fames the Second is 
wronged. Volenti non fit injuria. 
The Facobites, on the other fide, pretend the late King James is the 
Lawful King of England (till, and will be fo as long as he lives 3 for he 
could not. forfeit, or loſe, or abdicate, or deſert his Right, or be beaten out of 
#t, fo but that he may recover it again when he will or can; and there- 
fore fay they that will not ſwear, They areUſurpers, thoſe that do ſwear, 
that they are King and Queen de fatto; and thele latter mean, that they 
are not, during the Life of the late King Fames, King and: Queen de 
jure. Now here comes a grave Gentleman, and tells chem they were 


| - Ele&ed, and gives us a Liſt of a great many Princes ſince the Conqueſt 


. that had no better Title than that he has minted for them. Now this- 
will never cdifie with them, but it. difobliges all. the Loyal _—_ of 
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England Party in the whole Nation, who are the firm faſt Friends 
co the old Hereditary Monarchy of England and as they are ſworn 
to defend that and no other, fo will the never ſuffer the Crown of 
England to be made or declared Elective, till they are forced to it 
by an irrefiſtable neceſflicy. 

Now the bottom of all this neither is or can be any thing but a 
deſign to take down the Monarchy by degrees; they would have this 
King and Queen Elected, that it may be aPrefident for them here- 
after to ſet by the whole Royal Family, and ele& a King of ano- 
ther Houſe, the worſe the better 3 and then down with him, and 
up with a Commonwealth, which will be very hard as long as the 
Hereditary Right of the Royal Family is acknowledged , becauſe 
tho' they may murder or pull down one (as they think) another 
will riſe up and claim it as his Right, and many will join with the 
Claiment on that account againſt our Sovereign Lords the People, 
who would -fain be our Maſters. 

But however our Author is of Opinion That he # an Uſurper who has 
0 Legal Right, but he # not our King : He is a private Man intruding 
him into a publick Office which he zs not called to and no Allegiance 1s 
due to him. P. 16. Sothat if he has no right to the Throne he pot- 
ſeſſeth by the Laws of the Country in which he reigns (which muſk 
be an Antecedent Right, for of that the Diſpute is) then however 
ſectled, he is a private Man, an Intruder, and no Allegiance is due to 
b;m. God may deſtroy or take away the Legal Title of the moſt 
Lawful Prince ; but then he muſt make a publick Declaration'of his 
Will fo to have it : for by the Events of his Providence I can know 
nothing of his Will : A Prince thathas no other Title to his Crown 
than that of the Will of God, diſcovered by the Event, is but a prof- 
perous Pyrat, an Oppreſſor, a Thief. Thus the Man raves, and at 
Jaſt is ſo mad as to make Philip the ſecond King of Spain. an Uſurper 
{ertled ; and yet to own that he had once a Legal Right to govern the Dutch, 
and they owed him Allegiance. 

Now if all this is true, then St. Pauls Dodrine is not, That the Pow- 
ers that are, are ordained of God, Rom. 13. Nor that of Daniel nei- 
ther, that he rules in the Kingdom of Men, and giveth it to whomſoever 
he will, and ſetteth up over it the baſeſt of Men, Dan. 4. with many 
more to the ſame purpoſe in the Sacred Scriptures z or it matters not 
one Farthing whether it is true or falſe, tor it obliges no Mar to 
acquieſs or ſabmic to this Providence of God : but if they have no 
AntecedentRight to this Gift of God-:3 or if they afterwards tranf(- 
grels the bounds of their Rights, they are all Uſurpers, and their

Pzople owe them no Allegiance, no Paſſive Obedience at the leaſt, 


buc may refift chem very ſafely. And Mr. Mob may make uſe of his

Now I am certain the Primitive Chriſtians never argued thus. 
And our Saviour and his Apoſtles were of another mind. When 
'our Saviour refolved the Cafe about the Tribuce Money, Tiberias 
was in the Throne, and he was an Ulurper with a vengeance. Au- 
guftus uſurped upon the Liberties of the. People of Rowe, without a- 
ny Commiſion from God publickly declared ; And Tiberizes = u- 
furped on the Houſe of Auguſftrs, for he had a nearer Kinſman ; 
afid all the Rewar Authority in Judes was Uſurpation : for by their 


Laws no Man could be their Prince who was not of their Nation.” 


Now if the Fews bad replied with bim, he # an Uſurper who has no Legal 
Right, but he « not our King ; For the minting Money ſhewed indeed 
that he was in Poſlſeflion of the Royal Power ; but it ſhewed not 
how he came by it ; for an Uſurper may mint Money as well as a 
Lawful Prince that ſucceeds by an unqueſtion'd Title. 

When St. Pau! wrote his Epiſtle to the Romans, Nero was in the 
Throne, and he uſurped too upon Britarnicws the Son of Claudims, 
his Predeceffor, and murdered both the Pather and the Son ; and 
both theſes Princes were as wicked Tyrants as ever reigned in the 
World : Yet our Saviour owneth the Power of P3}ate, who was but 
the Deputy of Tiberixe, to be given him from above, Fohn 19. 11. and 
ſeverely reprehended St. Perer for reſiſting it, when moſt unjuſtly im- 
ployed ; and St. Paul owns that there are no Powers but of God.; and 
chen ſubjoins that the Powers that be are ordained or ordered by God ; 
that is, that Nero, as much an Uſurper and as wicked a Man as he 
was, had that Power from God which he then had, and that not by 
the Permiſſion only, but by the appointment of God. 

The Rowas Empire was all along Ele&ivey after ; this for Nero 
was the laſt of the Houſe of Auguſtus, and every Prince that was 
eleted- ought to have reigned as long as he lived, and after his 


death anocher ought to have been choſen 3 but the Army pulled 


down one and ſet up another as often as they thought fit 3 and there 
was a vaſt number of Traytors, and Tyrants, and Uſurpers, and Per- 
ſecutors one after another, till the Weſtern Empire. was at laſt fi- 
nally deſtroyed by the Barbarous Nations that broke in upon it on 
all rides. There was very few of theſe Emperors that _ be- 
fore Conſtantine the Great: that were not Ulſurpers, Murderers-of 
their Predeceſiors, Tyrants and Perſecutors of the Church of God, 
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and ſome of them were as bad Men as was'poflible, and the Chri- 
ſtians of thoſe times had no other direion.to know that they. were 
the Miniſters of God, and the Powers that were ordained of God, but by 
the Event, yet they always aſſerted, that the Imperial Power was 
given. by God, and by him only. , 'This Tertulian averreth, Illius enim 
eſt ipfe cujus & Calum eft & omnis Greatura, inde eſt Imperator, 
unde & Homo Antequam Imperator, inde Poteſtas illi, unde & Soi-, 
ritus., The Emperor u from the ſame God, the Man «, and all the Crea- 
tures, he was made an Emperor by the [ame God that made him a Man, 
before be hecame Emperor ; He has his: ( Royal) Power fromthe ſame God 
be bad.his Spirit. Apol, 1. c..39- St. Auguſtin in the Fifth Book, De. 
civitate Dei, c. 21. Non.Tribuamus dandi'Regai, atque imperii Po- 
teſtatem niſi Deo vero, qui dat folicitatem in Regno caelorum folis 
Plis : regnum, vero terrenum 8. piis & implis, &c. Let ws not Atri- 
bate. the diſpoſal of Kingdoms to any but the True God : He that will give 
the Kingdom. of Heaven only to the Good, gives the Kingdoms of the Earth, 
both to the Good and' tothe Wicked, This was no Enthuſiaſtick Dodrine 
then, nor ſame hundreds of Years after this.. * 

This Docrine ſuppoſeth, for its Foundation, that the Providence of 
God takes ſuch particular care ofthe Thrones and Perſons of Princes, 
that it is no more poſlible for any Man to uſurp the Royal Power, 
if it 15 not given him by God, than it is to invade Heaven ; to make 
a Prince without God's afliftance, than it is to make a Man. They 
were not ſcandalized as we are in this Atheiſtical Age, by the ill 
things they ſaw done upon the Earth by wicked Men, but could di- 
ſtinguiſh between the A of God which was always Juſt and Good; 


and.che actionsof Men who do his buſineſs whilſt chey leaſt inend it. 


. They had no ſuch looſe Notions of Ulſarpers and. Uſurpations as 
we have now ; they did not think private Men were robbed, mur- 
dered, or injured, as wicked Men pleaſed, and God regarded it not 3 
but they knew very well that there was a vaſt difference between the 
care God took of private Men, and that he beſtowed on Princes ; 
The Hairs of our Heads are ſaid to be numbred, and ſotaken care of, 
buc not equally with our Eyes and our Lives. 

The condition of Princes were extremely miſerable, if they were 
abandoned by God to the rage of the Rabble, che frauds of Conſpi- 
rators and Traitors, the violence of their ambitious Neighbours 
abroad, and of reſtleſs Potent Rebels at home. But after all this 
lodgeth their Safety and Security in the Hands of God, who only 
ſets chem up as his Miniſters, and oxly can pull them down when 


he chinks fir.
